This is in response to your letter of February 5, 2004, enclosing correspondence from 
Daniel D. Semko concerning a pardon for himself and his wife. Although his letter is not 
entirely clear on this point, ít appears that the convictions of Dr. Semko and his wife were in 
2002. 

Under Section 1.2 of the "Rules Governing Petitions for Executive Clemency" (copy 
enclosed), a waiting period of at least five years after reléase from confínement (or conviction, if 
no confínement was served) is required before an individual becomes eligible to apply for a 
pardon. If I am correct that the Semkos were not convicted until 2002, they are not eligible to 
apply at this time. If this matter is brcught to the attention of this office añer the eligibility 
requirements have been met, the necessary torms and instructions will be provided. ín the 
meantime, I have enclosed a copy of "Information and Instructions on Pardons" that might be of 
assistance to the Semkos.

This is in response to your letter of February 7, 2006, concerning your constituent, Dr. 
Dan Semko. Dr. Semko had originally written to Senator McCain, but his office forwarded Dr. 
Semko's letter to you. 

Dr. Semko requested assistance in responding to my October 4, 2005 letter in which I 
informed him that I would probably not waive the normal waiting period in his case to allow him 
to apply for a pardon at the present time. I based that decisión on §1 .2 of the Rules Governing 
Petitions for Executive Clemency, which provides in relevant part: "No petition for pardon should 
be fíled until the expiration of a waiting period of at least five years after the date of the reléase of 
the petitioner from confinement or, in case no prison sentence was imposed, until the expiration of 
a period of at least five years after the date of the conviction of the petitioner." I have enclosed a 
copy of the Clemency Rules. 

Dr. Semko was convicted of mail fraud in the Western District of Virginia in February 
2003. Accordingly, even if he received no term of imprisonment, the five year waiting period 
would not expire in his case until February 2008. As I informed him in my October 4, 2005 letter, 
waivers of the five-year waiting period are rarely granted, and typically the desire to engage in a 
type of employment or volunteer activity is an insufficient grounds for a waiver. I fiirther 
informed him that if he wanted to be considered for a waiver, he should complete the standard 
pardon application form and send it to my office, with a letter explaining why he believed an 
exception to the five-year waiting period should be made in his case. I have not received an 
application form from Dr. Semko as of today. For your information, I am enclosing a copy of my 
October 4, 2005 letter to Dr. Semko. 

I know that you also contacted me in 2004 concerning Dr. Semko, and I have enclosed a 
copy of my response for your information. While I appreciate your continuing interest in Dr. 
Semko's case, I do not think it is appropriate for me to grant a waiver of the five-year waiting
